Washington, D. C., May 2.—[Specia},]— 
Manila is undoubtedly by this time under 
the control of the American fleet. When 
the guns at Cavite were silenced Manila 
was at the merey of Commodore Dewey andq 
his ships. The problem now is how to hold 
the city of from 100,000 to 200,000 ils

Commodore Dewey's entire force of men 
cannot exceed 2,500 and it will be manifestly 
impossible for him to garrison thé city after 
he has taken it. The understanding at the 
department is that the American fleet will 
make its headquarters not at Manila, but 
off the Cavite fort itself, which is six or 
seven miles south of the capital. 

If the troops in the city took a notion to

Headquarters can easily be established, 
however, at Port Cavite, which is the real 
port of Manila.

Laying a Trap for 


It is believed that Puerto Rico has béen 
left open for the express purpose of inducing 
the Spaniards to come to the West Indies, so 
that they can be surrounded and attacked tn 
nearby waters. If nothing is heard from the 
Spanish ships within a week it is probable 
that Admiral Sampson will take out a se- 
lected fleet and cruise in the vicinity of 
Puerto Rico, depending upon the ocean 
greyhounds and fast cruisers to give timely 
notice of the approach of the Spanish flotilla. 

In case the Spanish fleet which left the 
Cape Verdes should actually come to this 
side of the Atlantic it will be met sooner or 
later by a squadron commanded by Admiral 
Sampson, for the composition of which the 
flying squadron will be drawn upon. The 
Spanish fieet is made up of the armored 
cruisers Almirante Oquendo,Cristobal Colon, 
Infanta Maria Teresa, and the Vizcaya. They 
are of 7,000 tons each, except the Colon, 
which is sixty tons short of the standard. 


The Colon carries two: ten-inch rifies and 


ten six-inch rapid-fire guns. The other 
three ships are each armed with two eleven- 
inch rifles and ten five and a half-inch quick- 
fire guns. This gives a total of six eleven- 
inch and two ten-inch rifles, with ten six- 
inch and thirty five and a half-inch rapid- 
fire. 
The weight of metal ina single round from 
the Spanish guns would be 5,908 pounds from 
the rifles, and 3,580 pounds from the quick 
firing guns, making a total of 9,488 pounds. 
The fleet which Sampson will probably have 
at his command for actual war purposes 
will be the battleships Indiana, Iowa, 
Massachusetts, and Texas, and the armored 
cruisers Brooklyn and New York. All of 
these except the Texas are far superior to 
the Spaniards in tonnage. The Indiana and 
Massachusetts each mount four thirteen- 
inch, eight eight-inch, and four six-inch 
rifles. The Iowa has four twelve-inch and 
eight eight-inch rifles, with six four-inch 
rapid fire guns. The Texas has two twelve- 
inch and six six-inch rifles. The two 
cruisers carry eight-inch rifles, the Brook- 
lyn mounting eight with twelve five-inch 
rapid fires, while the New York has six with 
a dozen four-inch rapid fires. It will thus 
be seen that the six ships under Sampson 
carry sixty-six heavy rifle guns, ax com- 
pared with only eight in the Spanish fleet,

The most spirited fight in which the Mis- 
sissippi ever took part occurred in March, 
1863, when the fleet tried to pass by the con- 
federate batteries at Port Hudson. Some 
of the ships managed to pass up to the nar- 
row part of the channel, where they were 


fired upon by the shore batteries, being 
forced to retreat. But the Mississippi did 
not attempt to get up into the channel. It 
was a foggy day, made more obscure by the 
smoke of battle. The sloop lost its bearings 
and ran ashore. Before its officers were 
aware of it it had stuck directly under the 
guns of a battery which was one of the 
strongest of the fortifications. It was only 
a brief breathing spell before 250 shots 
struck the Mississippi and riddled it from 
end to end. The obscurity made it possible 
for its crew to take to their bo&ts after set- 
ting it on fire. 
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Commodore, then Lieutenant, Dewey, got 
his. first command in 1870, when he per- 
formed special service with the Narragan- 
sett. He made surveys of the Pacific coast 
until 1876, when he became a lighthouse in- 
spector, afterwards being the secretary of 
the Lighthouse board. During 1882-'83 he

This 
was an example of the heedlessness of Span- 
ish officials and the mistake might not have 
been discovered had the Spanish resisted 
the temptation ‘to “ show off.”’ 

Naval officials generally were of the opin- 
ion that Commodore Dewey's greatest work 
of responsibility and its accomplishment re- 

ined before him. It has been recognized 
or some days that the ships to be encoun- 
tered by the Asiatic fleet were of little im- 
portance as compared with the vessels under 
the command of Commodore Dewey. It was 
no surprise that the American vessels had 
defeated the Spanish fleet and that most of 
the latter had been burned or sunk. 


It was, however, the occasion of some 
amazement that all of our vessels escaped 
serious injury if not total destruction. The 
ships under Dewey were for the most part 
of a comparatively unprotected character.

Camp ‘Tanner, State Fair Grounds, Spring- 
field, Ill., May 2.—[Special.]—Captain H. P. 
Birmingham, Surgeon in the United States 
army, arrived today, along with Lieutenant 
Charles Ballou, Twelfth Infantry, U.S. A., 
who will be commissary of the United States 
post here. Captain Birmingham, Colonel 
Nicholas Senn, and Colonel C. C. Carter to- 
day held.the medical examination of Na- 
tional Guard. surgeons... The test was ex- 
tremely rigid, and of fourteen surgeons who 
took the examination, nine were writing in- 
dustriously from 11 a. m. until 7 p. m.

His gallant fight with the Span- 
ish fleet which he disposed of in two hours 
and his subsequent capture of Manila show 
that he is a man of action, skiil, courage, 
and resource, and that no mistake was made 
when he was assigned to the command 
of the Asiatic squadron. It goes almost 
without saying that Congress and the 
President, as the people have already done, 
will recognize his splendid service and re- 
ward him with proniotion. 

Gommodore Dewey is now in his sixty- 
first year. He is a New Bnglander by birth 
and was appointed to the Naval Aeademy 
from Vermont. His first cruise was fm the 
Mediterranean.

Sumter was fired upon, and was assigned 


to the west guif squadron, where he 


served with the fighting Farragut in the 


actions at Port Hudson and Mobile.

DEWEY’S GREAT VICTORY CONFIRMED. 


ing supposed to have been cut by the Span- 
ish commander at Manila—only partial de- 
tails of Commodore Dewey's magnificent 
victory of Sunday last in Manila Bay have 
been received at this writing. Enough is 


known, however, through dispatches re- 


ceived from both Spanish and English 
sources to more than confirm the reports 
published yesterday. These indicate that 
the defeat of the Spaniards is complete and 
that their fleet is practically if not literally 
annihilated. ‘Not a.single vessel is believed 
to have escaped, those not destroyed in the 
engagement having been run ashore and 
sunk or destroyed by their crews. The loss 
of life on the Spanish vessels seems to have 
been proportionally as disastrous as the loss 
of the vessels themselves. 

This result is all the more remarkable in 
view of the fact that the Spanish force 
Jargely ‘outnumbered, the American in 
vessels and guns, though lacking in 


weight and efficiency of ordnance as well 


as in the skill of the gunners. Commodore 
Dewey's attack was evidently planned with 
rare ju ent and executed with the most 


brilliant dash and skill in face of a fire from 


both the Spanish forts and vessels. There 
is no intimation in the latest dispatches, 
even from Spanish sources, that the Amer- 
iciins had a single vessel disabled, much less 
destroyed. The inference from the tenor 
of the dispatches by way of Madrid is that 
Commodore Dewey has demanded an entire. 
surrender and in case this is not complied 


will follow, and may be in progress. 
The results of Commodore Dewey's splen- 
did victory go farther than the mere defeat 
of the Spanish forces and the capture of 
Manila. By the annihilation of the Spanish 
navy in the Philippines it settles the ques- 
tion of naval supremacy in the Pacific as 


coast cities. It meets the necessity for a 
base of operations in the Orient for the 
time being forced upon us by the defiant 


Western Hemisphere. Commodore Dewey 
is now in possession of a place where he can 
care for his wounded marines and sailors 


do on shipboard. He is able to procure 
fresh provisions for his. seamen, can re- 
pair any damage done to his vessels by the 
fire of the enemy, and has settled the ques- 
tion of a supply of fuel for future opera- 
tions. Probably no more advantageous 
point could be selected for this purpose in 
the far East than Manila and its magnifi- 
cent bay. It brings to an end the destruct- 
ive war between the native insurgents nad 
their Spanish masters which has been in 
progress for the last two years, with such 
‘disastrous results to both parties, proving 
an indirect favor to the Spanish people upon 
the island as well as the natives, whose rev- 
olution is thus rendered successful. With 
the Americans in possession and the Span- 
fsh naval power- broken if not completely 
annihilated, the Spaniards are in no condi- 
tion to renew the war or further harass an 
oppressed and downtrodder people, long at 
the mercy of their inhuman oppressors, 
As to the future of the islands, that is a 
question which, for the time being, must re- 
main: in abeyance. While we donot want

Germany, England, or Japan would will- 
ingly take them off eur hands. The inhab- 
itants, who have beén struggling for their 
freedom for two years ‘past, will justly 
claim the right to a voice in determining 
their own fate, and, in accordance with the 
spirit of our institutions, will be consulted.

THE END OF SPAIN. 

Tn none of our wars from the days of the 
revolution to the days of the rebellion has 
there been ampler warrant for the Ameri- 
can eagle to flap its wings and scream with 
exultation. ‘The battle in Manila harbor re- 
sembles the battle of the Nile, where Nelson 
Wiped out the French, and the battle of 
Trafalgar, where Spain was wiped out, 
though it had the help of France. As the 

teome of Sunday’s conflict Spain has 
substantially lost its Asiatic squadron. Its 
strongest vessels were burned, blown up, 
or sunk. Those which are left, if there 
are any left, may be reckoned as non-com- 
batant. 

Pending the time our fleet was on the 


was given to understand by Spain that 
swift retribution awaited it. It would go 
out of sight as completely as Pharaoh and 
his hosts under the waves of the Red Sea. 
The press and the people of that country 
declared that the slowness ‘of our naval 
operations indicated our inability to adopt 
any serious offensive measures. The Gov- 
ernor General of the Philippines failed to 
see the handwriting on the wall, and last 
Wednesday issued his flamboyant proclama- 
tion informing his Filippinos that the North 
Americans were “social excrescences ” 
with whom “ the struggle will be short and 
decisive,” and that the American squadron 
was “manned by foreigners possessing 
neither instruction nor discipline, pretend- 
ing to be inspired by a courage of which 
they are incapable.” It was announced 
that Admiral Montejo, would not wait in 
Manila harbor for our squadron, but had 
sailed out to sea with his seven cruisers 
and eleven runboats, and from his Jair in 
Subig Bay = wat hurl his fleet upon our 
four cruisers and two gunboats and send 
them “ renee among the dead men” in 
the twinkling of aneye. Notwithstanding 
these braggart boasts, bluff Commodore 
Dewey sailed steffilily on, like a man with 
important business on hand, past Subiz 
Bay, through the Chinese Sea, past the 
Corregidos Islands at the mouth of Manila 
harbor, with their batteries, through the 
narrow mouth and into the bay, where he 
found the Spanish vessers lying under cover 
of the batteries of Salinas, Cavite, and 
Manila. When the sun set that day it saw 
another sight. The Spanish fleet was in 
ruins. Shot) and shell, fire and explosion 
had done’their work. The first battle for 
Cuban freedom was fought and it was a 
victory also for Philippine freedom. It was 
the first chapter in the stirring drama of 
revenge for the Maine. Three proud 
cruisers burned and shattered were at the 
bottom of Manila harbor. The men of the 
Olympia, the Baltimore, the Boston, and 
the Raleigh had remembered their mur- 
dered brothers of the Maine. The blow 
fell swift and hard.

The battle of Manila harbor was the first 
> real test of the fighting qualities of modern 
ironclad vessels with high power guns in 
a eontest between civilized people, if the 
Spanish can be counted as civilized. 
American vessels were not the strongest 
in the navy, but they were splendid speci- 
mens of second-class protected cruisers. 
The Spanish vessels were a conglomerate of 
iron and wood, largely exceeding our own in 
number and in guns, with an equal*number 
of cruisers, however, to match our own, 
but the outcome showed they were inferior 
in gun power. The result was also due in 
part to the excellent American gunnery 
which evidently astonished the Spaniard 
just as it dja the British in 1812 with its 
rapidity anf accuracy, and if this result 
was accomplished with 8-inch guns, what 
would have been left of the Spaniards if 
the guns so deftly served had been twelves 
and thirteens? 

In a recent interview astute and _ far- 
seeing Crispi, the ex-Premier of Italy, said 
Spain was already lost. Will it recognize 
the fact, resign its place among the nations, 
and cease to be an independent power? It 
-has been a \fraud and failure for centuries. 
It has disgraced itself as a nation. Its 
record is one of abominable misrule and 
hideous cruelty. It is about to lose its last 
colonial possession. What better can it do 
than annex itself to France or Italy, dis- 
appear from the stage of action altogether.

A LESSON TO THE POWERS. 

One lesson of the triumph of American 
arms in Manila harbor cannot fail to be 
understood by the European powers. That 
battle is going to secure for the United 
States an increased reSpect on the part 
of all Europe. It will speak te the con- 
tinental courts in a language that they can 
understand. They will perceive from this 
‘time forth that the United States is able 
to play its own part among the great 
powers of the earth, and that when it 
strikes a blow it 
hard. 

It was high time this lesson were being 


which have hitherto regarded themselves 
as the sole arbiters of human destinies. 
The affront offered to the United States 
in presenting a “collective note” to the 
President, as if this were some fifth-rate 
dependency like Turkey, is one that we 
eannot afford to have repeated, whether 
our government makes the mistake.of per- 
mitting it or not. As long as the world 
continues to be ruled by force of arms an 
unobtrusive hermit poliey on our part will 


The crushing force of the blow dealt at 
Manila is something that every nation can 
appreciate much better than the most 
eloquent statistics of wealth and population. 

Another and kindred result of the Span- 
ish war will be to create for us a great 
and strong navy befitting such a nation as 
ours. It will be a navy that need not 
dip its flag to any navy afloat save Great 
Britain’s, and we do not caré to match 
that in ships or men. .There is no need that 
we should match it,: for we can hold our 
own against that country without it. If 
ever we were to have a war with Great 
Britain there would be“other important 
elements to counterbalance any temporary 
superiority of that nation’snavy. The easy 
possibility of reprisals: upon Canada and 
other British possessions will always be 
sufficient guarantee against any injury it 
could do to our coast cities by shelling or 
blockading them. A future war with ‘the 
British could no more be an exclusively 
naval war than were the two previous 
combats in which we worsted them, and 
our ability to get the best of any iand forces 
of that country is as: absolute today as 
it has been in the past. Great Britain 
would lose more than the United States in 
any such war, and as long as this is true 
we are a sufficient match for it. | 

Fortunately this dispassionate milita 
way of looking at our relations with the 
greatest naval power of the world can 
at present be further supplemented with the 
even stronger fact that the feeling of Anglo- 
Saxon brotherhood stands as a potent bar 
to hostility. But the enforced respect se- 
cured by a display of our strength is a 
salutary thing even with the most friendly 
of the powers. The effect ofa swift blow 
like that at Manila will be especially ap- 
preciated by the tight-loving Briton and 
will tend to cement the ties of kinship closer, 

As for the rest of Europe, the importart 
thing is that we shall henceforth have a 
navy that will take Rhe nonsense out of 
Germany, France, or other European 
nation that has been womp, ta, plume it- 
self upon its tremendous 
land and sea.

And with the added 
respect which that emblem will command 
abroad in the fufure there comes also & 
new and larger tespect for it in our own 
eyes. If there were no other result of 
the combat this in itself would be compensa- 
tion enough for the cost of the war.

He is nota 
workingman in any sense, and it is a pity 
the cause of labor should have been allowed 
to suffer as it has from the odium these 
adventurers have brought upon it. The 
more rigidly the labor organizations of the 
country enforce the Chicago federation’s 
sensible idea the easier they will find it wili 
be to adjust their differences with employers.

THE JUDGES AND THE GERRYMANDER 

The Springfield correspondent of the lead- 
ing Democratic paper of this State had the 
following to say last week concerning the 
decision of the Supreme Court declaring the, 
apportionment act of 1898 unconstitutional 
and void: | 

As a result the old districts jorubes by the Dem- 
ocrats when they.were in power, and which were 


framed for the express purpose of continuing that 
party in control of the General Assembly, must 


‘stand until the next federal] census shall have been 


taken and a new apportionment based upon it can 
be made. This decision gites the Democrats @ 
chance to capture the Legislature, as they might 
secure a majority of the members, even if the 
Republicans carried the State by more than 25,000 
vetes., 

This unqualified admission of the fact that 
the act of 1893 is a grossly unjust, partisan 
measure was not necessary. Democrats 
never have denied the Republican conten- 
tion that the act of five years ago was a 
deliberate gerrymander, designed to give 
them a majority on joint ballot in the Gen- 


‘eral Assembly even when the Republicans: 


were able to elect their State ticket by over 
80,000 majority. All the Judges of the 
Supreme Court of both parties are aware 


of that. €fhey assume that the amendatory | 


act of this year was “ prompted by a sense 
of duty and justice towards the people in 
an attempt to secure for them a nearer ap- 
proach to equality of representation.” 
Nevertheless, five of the Judges unite in 
agreeing that this amendatory act is null 
and _ void. Three of those Judges con- 
curred with their associates four years ago 
in the opinion that the apportionment act of 
1893 must be held valid, in spite of its in- 
equalities, because the question of appor- 
tionment was «a peculiarly legislative one, 


_with which the judicial branch had nothing 


to do. Those three Judges have seen a great 
light since 1894 and have come to the con- 
clusion that the judicial branch can -set 
aside an apportionment act without the 
slightest difficulty. The Supreme Court has 
managed in four years to enunciate two con- 
tradictory principles, apparently for no 
other purpose than to save the Democratic 
gerrymander of 1893. The court set vat 
by declaring that it could not interfere with 
the exercise of legislative Miscretion in con- 
nection with apportionments. It declares 
now that it can and will. 

The majority of the Judges ignore in their 
opinion the-strong point made by ex-Géy- 
ernor Fifer that the constitution in granting 
to the General Assembly the power to ap- 
portion the State for Supreme and Circuit 
Court Judges on certain occasions uses the 
limiting words, “‘and at no other time.” 
No such language is used in connection with 
Senatorial apportionment. The express 
limitation in one case and the Iack of it 
in another justify the conclusion that the 
framers of the constitution intended the 
Legislature should have power to make not 
merely one apportionment in each decade, 
but more if it deemed it advisable to do so.. 

The majority opinion lays great stress on 
the fact that for half a century there has 
not been more than one apportionment made 


by the Legislature in a decade. That is 


true, but theré never has been in the history 
of Illinois such a glaring, shameless, con- 
fessed gerrymander as the one of 1893. 
No General Assembly prior to the present 


one ever was called on to redress an out-'|_ 


rage as infamous as that committed by the 
Democrats when they put the law of 1893 
on the statute books. The majority opinion 
ignores that fact as completely as it does the 
significant difference between the language 
used by the constitution in reference to legis- 
lative and to judicial apportionment. 

Of the seven Judges who compose the 
Supreme Court four are Republicans. Of 
the four two ufited with the three Demo- 
cratic members in the opinion declaring the 
law ‘of 1898.uncenstitutional. void. 
The other two Republican Judges dissent. 
They have not made public yet their rea- 
sons for doing so. When their opinién is 
printed there is no doubt that it will be as 
logical as that of the majority and will be 
based partly on arguments which the ma- 
jority saw fit to disregard. . 

There is no visible. reason why the two 
Republican Judges who went with the 
Democrats should not have gone with their 
Republican colleagues, unless it be that 
they wanted to show their non-partisanship 
by uniting with the Democrats in upholding 
a Democratic gerrymander. But there is 
such a thing as an.excess of non-partisan- 
ship. Democratic Judges never indulge in 
it. Republican Judges should not be doing 
so always. They were not elected to be so 
extremely non-partisan as to take the Demo- 
cratic view of the case regarding every po- 
litical question that comes before them.

LUCKY ESCAPE FROM JACK RABBITISM. 

The jack rabbits are rejoicing with other

ewey's fleet in the harbor of Manila, men, 


- women, and children, armed with flags 
of their country, advanced upon the various 
rendezvous of the troops. 


It was a common sight, that of a whole 


family hastening to the armory, where a son 
and brother was waiting the word to march 
against his country’s enemies. The tears 
had mostly been shed the night before, and 
when the time of parting arrived, fathers 
and mothers, sisters and sweethearts, had 
only brave words and smiles of triumph for 
the departing soldiers. 


in the streets and avenues through which 


the troops passed to reach the ferryboats 
which were to convey them toward the 
camps at Peekskill and Hempstead, flags 
and streamers obscured clouded heavens. 
through which the sun finally broke, to 
giorify an inspiring spectacle. 


Fifth avenue, viewed from the summit of 


Murray Hill, was a tumultuous torrent of 
variegated color, hemmed in by walls, from | 
which billows of the red, white, and blue 
floated in bewildering motion. Old Glory 
ruled the scene.. | 


The throngs gathered at dawn. The first 


train with troops arrived at the station at 
6:30 o'clock. They were accorded a royal 
weicome, and as company after company 
from the interior of the State arrived the 
ever increasing crowds shouted themiselves: 
hoarse in overmustering deligbt. The line 
of march from the Grand Central Station 
was through Park avenue to Fortieth street, 
to Fifth avenue, to Thirty-fourth street, and 
thence east to the Long Island ferry. 


The soldiers seemed astonished at the won- 


derful demonstration. At points along Fifth 
avenue were detachments of enthusiastic 
collegians, each headed by one of their num- 
ber carrying an enormous flag. 


Beautiful women, leaning far out of the 


windows of magnificent homes, waved the 
national colors aloft and kissed their white 
hands to the men who were going to fight 
the enemy. : 


Empty canteens were snatched from the 


hands of thirsty soldiers by excited citizens, 
who pounded at doors and windows on Fifth 
avenue mansions and demanded water, 
which was supplied without delay.

NATIONAL BANKSARE PATRIOTIC 


Almost All Offer Gratuitous Services 
in Disposing of War Reve- 
nue Bond Issue. » 


Washington, D. C., May 2.—[Special.]—In- 
spired by patriotic motives, nearly, all of 
the national banks in America have of- 
fered their services to Secretary of the 
Treasury Gage in disposing of the bonds 
which will be authorized under the war 
revenue bill, .which is now being considered. 
by the Finance committee of the Senate. 
In every instance services are offered with- ; 
out compensation or commission of any 
sort. Within the last two days a flood of 
offers have been received, and Secretary 
Gage states that each will be accepted. 

He will go before the Finance committee 
of the Senate tomorrow at 10 o'clock, when 
the provisions of the revenue bill will be 
fully discussed. In reading over the meas- 
ure and studying its text Secretary Gage has 
discovered some parts which he believes 
“‘@emand revision. In particular he will sug- 
gest to the committee that a change be made 
in the provision of the bill which provides 
for quarterly payments of, premiums. 
believes that, as it will be a 3 per cent bond 
issue, it will be advisable and practicable 
to compel the payment of premiums to be 


made three times a year. 


If this suggestion is followed by the com- 
mittee it will facilitate work in the Treasury 
department, and will just as satisfactory 
to the purchasers of th® bonds. It will en- | 
| able clerks in the Treasury who will per- 
form the work pertaining to the bond issue 
to keep even accounts of all the premiums 
paid during the three periods of the year. 

Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Van- 
derlip says that the generosity and regular- 
ity with which the banks of the country have 
volunteered their services tndicates that 
there will be a great selling demand of the 
bonds. It seems that but-one motive has 
actuated them in their desire to serve the 
country without promise of being rewarded. 
A large number of the offers have come from 
banks in the South, indicating the desire of 
the Southerners to show their patriotism in 
common with the North. Mr. Vanderlip 
states that these offers are an innovation 
in bond issues, and evidence the fact that the 
country is enjoying wonderful prosperity 
despite the conditions created by war.

STONECUTTERS ON A STRIKE. 
Resent a Cut in Wages by Taking the 


Offensive—Demand on Their 
Employers. 


Striking stonecutters, who to the full 
strength of their union, 1,000 members, laid 
down their chisels and mallets at 10 o’clock 
yesterday morning, reached the determinea- 
tion at a meeting held at the Building 
Trades Council rooms in the afternoon to 
present an ultimatum to the bosses, announc- 
ing that if their terms were not granted by 
Wednesday night a general strike of all 
allied trades unions would go into effect im- 
mediately. 

President James Killeen of the Stonecut- 
ters’ union said last night that his unton in 
setting forth its demands was backed by 
the Trades Council, and that the situation 
was such that the bosses’ must yield. At 
the afternoon meeting a plan of agreement 
similar to the one the carpenters forced upon 
the contractors a few weeks ago was drawn 
up. It stipulated that the wages should re- 
main at the present schedule, 50 cents an 
hour for an eight-hour day, and that plan- 
ing machines should be operated by eighc 
instead of four men. The question of ma- 
chinery is understood to be one of the chief 
issues of the strike. The stonecutters. say 
that the reduction of wages was made by the 
small bosses in order that they could afford 
to use hand labor to compete with the ma- 
chines used by the big contractors. For this 
reason the strikers look, it is said, to the 
limited but powerful class of the big bosses 
to ‘help them to win the fight. 

The contractors, it seems, forced the 
strike, giving notice a month ago that on 
May 1 a reduction from 50 cents to 37 cents 
an hour would go into effect, equivalent to a 
cut of $1aday. The stonecutters have used 
the intervening time to prepare for the strug- 
gle, and, instead of taking the defensive, 
they chose the offensive. : 

With the stonecutters the workmen of the 
associated trades of hoisting engineers, rub- 
bers, and sawyers, 6500 in number, also 
walked out. 


ATTORNEY WADE IS CONVICTED. 
Found Guilty of Passing a Forged Gov- 


ernment Bond—Expects a 
New Trial. 


Attorney Richard A. Wade was found 
guilty in the Federal District Court yester- 
day of passing a forged government bond. 
Argument on a motion for a new trial will 
be tomorrow. 

Attorney Wade obtained $300 from W. W, 
De Wees for a $500 government bond, which 
was payable to Ellen McInerney. It was 
afterwards learned that the bond had been 
stolen from Ellen McInerney’s home by 
. burglars. 

Wade said it was presented to him by a 
woman whom he knew as Ellen McInerney, 
and was signed by her. It was for her that 
he desired the money, and he believed the 
bond was all right. He has not seen the 
woman since. j 
Wade has practiced law in Chicago since 
1880, and has defended many noted ce 
inals. If his conviction stands the court 
can impose a sentence of fifteen years in 
the penitentiary and a $5,000 fine. 


* SOUTH TOWN LEVY AUTHORIZED 


Tax of $100,000 Ordered by the County 


Board at Assessor Stuckart’s 
Request. 


Henry Stuckart, Assessor of the Town of 
South Chicago, asked the County board yes- 
terday to authorize the County Clerk to 
spread a tax of $100,000 for town purposes 
for 1898. On a resolution offered by Com- 
missioner Hogan the petition was granted, 
The reason given for taking immediate ac- 
tion on the resolution, a plan involving so 
much money, which had never been done: 
before, it was said, was that Assessor Stuck- 
art had said he would have to close the of- 
fice unless the board took such action at 
once. The Assessor said there was an in- 
debtedness of $509,874, created by former 
Assessors, and it would require $61,900 to 
pay the expenses of the town officials for 
the present year. The estimated income of 
the Collector's office was but $20,000, thus 
leaving. over $100,000 unprovided for. The 
banks, he said, refused to loan any more 
money until they were assured of a suf- 
ficient tax levy to take up all past indebted- 


ness. 


WANT CIGARET LAW REPEALED.
